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Now or Never!

With Great Britaln once In possassion of
the Bandwich Talands, the key of the North
Pacific will never be ours, except as the
prize of & successful war,

That great Power gets what [t can, and
keeps what it gets, However obtalned,
territory that Is useful to England com-
mercially or strategically ls never philan-
throploally relinquished.

In Hawall the story of Gibraltar would be
repeated at our expense. For a century,
for two centuries perhaps, we should look
across the water from our western coast
to this Britlsh stronghold, as Spain looks
from 8an Roque to Gibraltar,

sShall there be established with our ac-
qulescence another Bermuda In the Pacifie,
to match the Bermuda of the Atlantic and
to complete the hostile cordon around this
republic ?

To England, Hawall would ke an im-
mensely valuable link in the chaln that
binds her emplire. The Islands are the firat
and most important statlon between the
western terminus of hor great milltary
rallroad, the Canadian Pacifio, and both
Australia and India,

To us, Hawall {s the natural outpost in
the Pacific of America's systom of na-
tional defence, the safeguard of America's
western commerce in the Twentleth cen-
tury, the statlon of our war ships, and the
refuge of our merchant marine.

Will England hesitate It she gota the
chance? Not an lnstant. But shall she
have the opportunity which eiroumstances,
for onee {n close accord with natural right,
national policy, and manifest destiny,
bring firet to us?

Ships Avallable In the Pacifice,

It was fortunate that Becretary Traov,
resisting the temptation to send all the
new ships on the Pacific station to the
coming naval review In New York harbor,
retained the Boston at Honolulu. Her
value in keeping order there and In pre-
venting what might have been a bloody
race conflict in the late political crisls can-
not be overestimuted,

But the future of Hawall 1s still to ba de-
termined, and as we may see the ships of
varlous European nations hurrylog to
Homolulu, it Is wall to know what we have
avallable for guarding American interests.

The Boston 15 a steel protected erulser of
8,189 tons displacement, 16.6 knots speed,

entd & maln battery of two B-inch
and six G-inch breech-londing  rifles,
Her secondary  battery contalns two

6-pounder, two d-pounder, and two 1-pound-
er rapid-fire pieces, four 47-mm and two
87-mm Hotehkiss revolving canoon, and two
Gutlipgs. Capt, G. C. WrLtse is in com-
mand, and was responsible for the prompt
landing  of about 300 bluejnckets and
marines on the appenl of the forelgn resi-
dents. Capt. B. F. Day hnd received or-
ders some time ngo to relieve him, taking
the steamor which goes this week.

Next in importanco I8 the Mohican, a
woaden vessel of 1,000 tons displacement
and 10.65 koots spead, under Commander
Niconn Lupnow,  She is the flagship of
Commodore J, 8, BKenrerr, acting Rear
Admiral, who was pul o command of the
Prolfie station only threo weeks ago, She
left 8an Francisco for Honoluly on Sunday,
An old-time ship, her main battery is also
old, conslisting of eight 0-inch smooth bores,
one Bnch muzaledonding rifle, and o 60«
pounder broech-londing rifle, Her comple-
ment {s 21 officers and 193 moen,

A third eraft available Is the Ranger. of
1,020 tons displncement snd ten knots,
under Commuander E. LoNuXrekeER, Sho
was rendy for pervieo at Mare Island, liko
the Mohivan, when the news from Honolula
eame. Her complement bs 21 officors and 147
men. Then we have the Adnms, n wooden
ship of 1,075 tops displueement and 9.8 knots
gpeed, under Commandor THoMAS NELSON,
Bhe had beon fitting out at Mare Island for
a crulse to Samon, and will soon bo ready
to follow the Mohican and the Raoger. Her
complement is 20 offlcers nnd 160 men,

These four vessels are limmedistely avall-
able, The Alliance, now At Samoa, under
Commander W. I, WrHITING, has been order-
ed home, and would take in Honolulu on her
way, hut perhaps is walting for relief Ly
the Adams, Bhe is a sister ship of the
latter, having 1,975 tons displacement and
about 10 knots spoed, and earries six guns,
of which four are 9-inch smooth bores, one
an 8-inch muzzle-loading rifle, and one a 60~
pounder breech-londing rifle, Her comple-
ment I8 18 oMcers and 160 mon, There is
po need of Including the Thetis, Commander
G, C. REITER, the Arctic wooden eraft of 1.250
tons, with trivial battery and low speed,
pow engaged In surveying duty on the
lower coast of Califoruls,

Were there an actusl necessity for its
presence, the coast - defender Montersy
might be pressed Into service and sent to
Hopolulu, Bhe is a low frecboard stecl
vessel of 4,188 tons, sud carrics the most
powerful battery in sny of our ships aflost
—two 12-joch apd two 10-loch breech-load-
ing rifles. Her secondary battery contalus
glx 6-pounder and four l-pounder rapid-
fire guns and two Gatlings, Her bunker ca-
pacity 18 not enough for a voyage to Hon-
olulu, but & convoy could taks coal along,
orooal could be stowoed on her decks. Her
turrets, however, are not yet complete,
and In any case she might be more useful In
her legitimate serviee wslong the coast,
slnce an exigency which could require her
at Honolulu might require her still more
at Ban Francisco.

And we have the other side of the Pacifie
t0 draw frow, If necessary.  Admiral Han-

MoXY commands the Aslatie statlop, and
has under him the Laocaster, Capt. A. H.
MoCormick, commanding s wooden ship
of 8200 tons, 9.6 knots speed, and ten
Blnch mursie-loading rifies; the Petrel,
Lisutensnt-Commander B. B. Maoxmwziz,
# stesl gunbost of #0 tons snd neady

12 knots, earrying four O-inch breech-
loading rifies; the Marion, Commander O.
V.GriprLey, a slster a&hip of the Mo-
hiean, of 1,900 tons, 11'{ knots, eight
guns, and A complement of 18 ofMcera and
176 men; the Alert, Commander G. R.
Dunasn, a sister ship of the Ranger, of
1,000 tons, 10 knots, four guns,
and & complement of 21 officers and
127 men. From these, leaving out of view
the Palos and the Monocacy, one or two
vessels could easily be spared for Hono-
Iulu. But there is another source of rell-
ance, should serious trouble come ont of the
Honolulu affalr. Admiral GurEranpi’s fine
squadron, now on the South Amerjean
const, ean be turned baek to the Pacifle.
He has with him four fine modern steel
protoctod eruisers, Thess are the Baltl-
wmore, 4,600 tona; tho Ban Francisco, 4,083;
tha Charleston, 4,040, aud the Yorktown,
1,700, They are powerfully armed, with an
nggregate of thirty-six Sinch and 6-inch
rifles, and all but the Yorktown are very
fast. Our naval force in and near the Pa-
elfie Is adequate for all present needs.

The New Home Rule BIIL

By far the most important and probably
tho first mensure to be Introduced in the
session of thoe British Parllament, which
beging to-dny, 18 Mr. GLADSTONE'S new plan
of seml-Independent government for Ire-
land. A synopsisof the bill has been for-
warded by cable, and was printed in Tue
Bux on Bunday. We defer a thorough study
of the project until the full text is before us,
and untll wo hear Mr., GrapsToNe's Inter-
pretation of certain provisions which as yet
peem obseure, Meanwhilo we may direct
attention to some features of the scheme
which indicate that the species of autonomy
to bo offered to Irelnnd is less extensive
than that enjoyed by one of our States: and
that, ns regards the state of things exiating
in the day of Guatrax's Parlinment, the
new régime involves In some respects a
higher and In others & lower degree of in-
dependence, There s no doubt, however,
that the proposed legislative and adimlnis-
trative system maokes largor coneessions to
the Irlsh Nationalists than those embodiced
fo the bill of 1886, which Mr. PARNELL was
willing to aceopt.

It will be observed that under the vew
acheme the Irish Government can exerciso
no control over the Irish militia; it can
make no laws nffecting naturalization or
quarantine, and it cannot authorize any
banka of issue, In all Lthese particulnrs it
has a more limited nuthority than I8 pos-
geasod by one of our State Governments. It
s also debarred from enncting any lnw re-
Inting to & regeney. Now in (GUATTAN'S
time the Dublin Parlinment refused Lo poss
an act identieal with the regency law
framed by Wintaas Prer, with the resuit
that, had not Geonae 111 suddenly recov-
ergd his sanity, his eldest son would have
been  invested in Ireland with funetions
vory different from thoso which would have
been delegated to him in Englamd, This
wns one of the incldents which convineed
Prrr that a separate Govornment for Ire-
land was unworkable; aml evidently Mr.
GrapsToNE I8 determined to avoid this
gource of posslble embarraggment, It will
nlgo be reomembered that GraTraxn's Parlia-
ment had control of the Irish militia and
volunteers, so far as control could be exer-
cised by the legislative when divoreed from
the exscutive branch of government., Leg-
islatlon in regard to land algo, which per-
talned to GRATTAN'S Parliament and which
lies within the competenca of our State
Governments, is withheld for five years
from the Dublin legislature; but this is to
nssure the execution of tha several land
purchase acts which now stand upon the
statute book.

The legislative power Is to be vested, as it
Is in the State of New York, in twochambers,
The upper House, for the present, is to con-
sist of seventy-five eloctive members with
the twonty-eight peers who now represent
the Irish peerage in the British House of
Lords; but after tho expiration of thirty
years the places of the twenty-vight peers
are to bo vacated nnd fllled with elective
members. A relatively high property qual-
ifleation I8 required for those citizens who
are to take part in electing members of the
upper Houso, and astill higher qualifleation
for thase who nre to be deemed eligible for
membership, Simllar provisions in regard
to the State Senate obtained in the State of
New York for somn forty years after the
adoption of our first State Constitution.
The popular braneh of the Irish legislature
le to consist of 24 members, or double the
number of Ireland's present representatives
at Westminster, except that the represen-
tation of Lrinity College, Dublin (two mems
bers), remains the same. The parlinmentary
franchise is unaltered. The two chambors
will it soparately, and In the caso
of & dissgreement which  eannot  bo
settled by a reference Lo a joint committee,
the specific question ot issus may be ro-
ferred to the people, Whether this appli-
cation of the Bwiss referendum is due to
Mr, GuapsTose himeelf, or to Mr. Bryee,
who Is sald to have been largely concerned
In the formulation of the bill, it is shrewdly
designed Lo propitinte the Irvish Unionists
without allenating the Irlsh Nationslists:
for it assures to the Unlonlsgs an appeal to
the sober second thought of the people,
while at the same time It gives to tho
Nationallsts the advantage of the numerieal
majority upon which they can usually
coint, A8 to Ireland's represcutation at
Westminster, this isto remain at its presant
figure(103); but the same men mayv be ro-
turned, if the constituencles so desire, Lo
the Imperial Parllament and to the Irlsh
legislatura. Wo should add that the 28
Irlsh ropresentative peers will continue to
slt in the Houso of Lords, An attempt is
mande in o clanse of the bill to define ex-
plicitly and excluslvely the questions on
which Irish membors of the British House
of Commons may be allowed to vote, To
this, which is one of the eruclal points of
the schieme, we shall return hereafter.

Now for the particulars In respect of
which the new bill must be propounced a
decided improvement on the measure which
met with Mr, PARNELL'S spproval: The
Irish Government is, at the end of five
veurs, to have exelusive control of the Irish
judiclary, except the Exchequer division of
the High Court of Justice, vacancles in
which are to be filled by the Crown on the
Joint recommendation of the Lord Lisuten-
snt of Ircland and the Lord Chancellor of
Great Britain, The Dublin metropolitan
police I8 not Lo remain permanently under
the Lord Lieutenant, but only for s period
of five years, or until the Irish Administra-
tion shall establish an adequate substitute,
Moreover, the Dublin legislature mnay pro-
vide for the formation of o police foree in
all Irish couctles and boroughs, to be un-
der the control of the local authorities; and
sppareotly, though the telegraphic synop-
6is s somewhat vague on this polint, this
foree I8 to be ultimately substituted for the
Royal Irish constabulary. Finaliy, the share
of the lmperial burdons which [reland must
bear, I8 only ball as large as the quota to
which Mr. PARNELL sssented. If the cuse
toms and exclse duties collected in Ireland
by the imperial Government exceed the
fixed amount whish that country i to con-
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fibuta to the Imperial revanue, the excess
must be turned over to the Irish Govern=
ment. Toappreciate what this may mean,
phould Ireland become prosperous, wo noed
only conslder how immensely the State of
Now York would profit If it had a right to
all that part of the customs and exclse du-
tles lovied within Ita territory In excess of
its proportionate contribution to the Fed-
oral revenus,

In one vital respect the now measnre,
like the bl of 1956, representa a vast ad-
vanes upon GRATTAN'S Parllament. A
hundred vears ago the Irlgh executive wns
in no sense responsiblo to the Irish legls-
lature. Now the Lord Licutenant of Ire-
land, like the Viceroy of the Dominion of
Cannda, will govern through Minlsters
directly accountablo to the Dublin logisla-
ture. A veto power Is reserved to the
Crown, ns It was In 1886, and we are told
that controversles regarding constitutional
questions will be referred to the Judiclal
Committea of the Imperial Privy Council.
We must wait for AMr. GLADSTONE'S exposi-
tion of his project to learn on whose advice
the veto power will be exercised, and
whetlier In the Judicial Committee of the
Privy Council Ireland is to be represented
In proportion to her population.

The friends of Ireland who nre not wholly
satiafled with the now schemo ehould com-
pare it, clause by clause, with the measure
proposnd goven years ago, Then let them
usk themselves whether any larger Im-
provements on tho bill of 1841 would have
any chanee of belug ratifled in the present
House of Commons, where a change of less
than twenty votes from one side to the
other would extinguish Mr, GLADSTONE'S
narrow majorlty.

Protect the Parka.

For more than thirty yenrs the publie
parks of New York have been planned and
made and thelr aMairs administered for the
most part under the influenee of the same
wiko and experienced understanding
that In 1858 began the Contral Park. As
thelr territory has expanded there has
grown up in the community an admiration
of thelr beauty and an appreciation of their
sentiment that litherto Has stood as o de-
fenea against thelr diversion to foreign
idens and purposes, or to lrresponsible and
econllicting intereste,  This barrier appears
to have been overthrown. The Trustees of
the American Musoum of Natural History
have succtoded In overriding the .pro-
tost of the artistie director of the parks,
and in getting  placed in thelr own
handa the determination of a question in-
volving an architectural addition to the
parks of the largest magnitude. It does
not rightfully belong there, nor, evidently,
could it be nor has it been properly deter-
wined there.

There Is n serlous public outrage, not to
say vital injury to the parks, contained in
the existing plang for adding to the
musenm o Manhattan  aquare,  They
should be witlulrawn and the situation
appronched anew with due regareil for the
several points of publie interest that hnve
been unfortunately suppressed from cou-
sideration,

Counsellors to the Legislature,

In an article on legal ignorance at Al-
bapy, our esteemed  contempornry, the
Brooklyn Kngle, envs that a capnble Inwyer,
who would serutinize every Lill to be intro-
dueed in the Legislature before ft was
offered, ¢ould gave much thine for the Sen-
aie apd Assenibly as well as for the Gov-
ernor and tho eourts: and then, speaking
of the ald afforded by one of the members
of the Statutory Roevision Commission in
this respect, it gays: *The service which
Prof. CorLnis renders to the State because
of his familiarity with its Constitution is
appreciated by lawyers if by no ono else,”

In making this statement we think the
Eagle, which is usualiy well informed and
wise, hns overlooked two notable perform-
ances of the Statutory Revision Commniis-
slon, of which Prof, Cinaknes A, Counan of
Ithaca is the most prominent member,

Tho Legislature of 1802 repealed the lnw
agalnst holding court on electlon day, with-
out knowing that they were repealing it.
This was done through the ageney of tho
Satutory Rovision Commissioners.  Thoe
fuct of the repeal was so carefully kept from
the puilic, that ns lnte ns the fourth day of
October lost the Court of Appeals handed
down a decision in language which unmis-
takably showed that the Judges of that tris
bunal supposed the statuto still to be in
foreo, nlthough ify fact it had been repealed
months belore,

At the instance of the game Commission,
with Prof, Conris at its hend, the Legisia-
ture of 1892 repealed the statute which Lins
been in force half a century, providing for n
summary proceeding before a Bupreme
Courl Justice to compel an outgoing public
offlcer to deliver over the books and papars
of the oflico to his snceessor,  This repoeal
pussed unnoticed until an  attempt was
mnade to proceed under the statute In the
Long Island City Mavoralty contest, when
it waa discovered that the law had been
abrogated by the enactment of the Publie
Oficers Inw of 1802 The sumwmary pro-
cending to obtain official books and papors
from n person usurping a publie office Is ns
Importantas It ever was; and we do not be-
lieve that the Legislature really intended
to abolish o legal remedy in which the pub-
lent large, ns distinguished from private
litigants, have so vital an interest,

Theso examples of what has recently been
accomplished through the influence of per-
8ops who stand in the pesition of legal
coutisellors to the Legislature, are more
Buggestive of the evil than of the good
which would he done by permanent officers
exorclsing such functions,

Learning the Language,

We nssure that distinguished prelate,
Mgr. Sarouur, the immediate represeuta~
tive of Pope Leo XIIL, that he can very
quickly lenrn to speak the English lan-
guage, which he deslres to make use of at
times in this country. From one-third to
one-half of all the words employed by ordi-
nury Eonglish writers are of Latin origing
nnd, even if wo have somewhat changed
Lthe apelont form or sound of many of thess
words, they are still appreliensibile by any
Latinist: and we think that Dalians, espe-
cially -Italiuns of learoing, can acguire a
knowledge of the Evglish composite speech
far more readily than it can be acquired by
peoplo whose native parlence Is radically
unlike the English,

Wa do not doubt, for example, that it |s
within the power of Mgr. SaToLuito learn
to speak and read English very well within
three mouths from the time of his begin-
ping, If we had the lelsure to put Lim
through his drill, we should like to do it.

1t is singular that so small & proportion
of our Itullan lmmigrants make huste o
learn the language of this country, but
prefer to live here under very grave disad-
vabtages. We advise them to tackle our
speech if they want to get along well.
They will smile with happiness when they
notice that 8o very many of our words bear
& family resemblance to thelr own. The
English words are not always as mellif-
luous s their ltalisn congeners, but we
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ean't help that. The ancestors of the
Engllsh wers mere barbarians to the
Romnna at the time when the ancestora of
our Italiana wore enjoying the elegant
numbers of VEnainivs.

It Js singular that, while g0 many of
our Itallan Immlgrants are negligent of
English, nearly all our Jowish lmmizrants
etrive Lo master (t as soon ns possible after
they come here, though the learning of it
I8 very hinrd to people whose native tongue
Is Hebrow, Not only the younger persons
of the Jewish immigration begin to grapple
with English upon gholr  arrival, but
likewlse men of all ages and pursults;
and there nre scores upon scores of evening
elnases and of garret or basement private
nlght schools in wldoh gray-halred Jdewlsh
veterans from eastorn Europe cun be geen
takicg thelr first lessons In Engllsh pros
nunclation and spelling and reading and
writing. Those astute peopls are aware
that it is advantageous to undorstand the
language of the land where they dwell,

It begins now to look as if the opposition
to Rapld Transit were of tho nature of simplo
blackmall. The surfnee roads as wo are in-
formed, have practically withdrawn thelr
opposition.

coinage of the present dishonest ailver dollar,
Mr. Cloveland rogards the silver lssuo as the
paramount one fow In polities; superior even
to the tarlly fgsue. Tho sottloment of tho
Government's relation to silver, therofore, will
linve the precedonco to tho settlument of the
tarifMiseus. The Sherman act in his opinion
isnperil to the country, und ¢ must bo ro-

Foeling us keenly as ho does upon the
matter, Mr. Cloveland ennnot but obearve with
astonishment the eonduet of cortain Momo-
erutlo Congressmon who afler a visit to
him for the purposs of pushing 1he ap-
pointment of ecrtain frionds  of thelrs to
Mgl Fodera! offices, return to Washington
anid do their utimost not ouly to prevent
the repenal of the Shorman Silver nel, but even
work hard to pass a froe eoinrge act.

ORCHID FLOWERS

Passing nlong elther of the great up-town
avenues ono eannot helpnoticing the benutiful
displaya of orchid flowers (u the florists’ win-
dows, A dozen yenrs agn very faw of these
gorgeous Llossoms found thoir way to the eity
florists’. Those then grown In the country were
mostly confined to private conservatorios, and
the nurssrymen, na Such of Nuw Jersey and
Haul of Washington, who dealt in orehids, ro-
fused to eut the flowers, lvat doing mo should
detract fram the sals of the plants, Now, how-
ever, this order of things has changed, and
orchid blossoms have hecome ns much a atn-
ple eommodity in the Noriate’ shops In the
more fashlonahlo parta of the city, na have
roses or earnations, only in kmaller ananti-
tloa. The quantity. however, Is only limited
by the production of the growers; svery blos.
som ralsod of desirnble kKinde can bo sold at &
fair price. At this time of tha yoar the supply
{8 not equal to the demand: yat thare Is no call
for poor or Insignifleant varietion

Fosterman of Long Island. Blebrecht &
Wadley of New Rochelle, Matthews of Utlen,
Piteher and Manda, and Da Forest of New Jer-
roy are among the Iargost grpwers of orchids
for markel: and, besldes these, May. Arsmus,
Taylor. and reveral other auceonsful rosn grew-
ersaround New York, have a'so started Into
the busloess of growlng orslilda.

In private gresnhouses all manner of or-
ehids are grown, varlety being ono of the
pleasurer of the connolssenr. Not so with the
floriste, who ralse orehild Nowers for murket.
They restriet tholr selection to easily grown,
froo-blooming, winter<foworing kinds, that
have iarge, showy blossoma: and this is why,
wlille tha display of orehids In the Noriata’
windows s gay. tho variety in limited. Just
now it consiats largoly of Callleya Triane and
0% Pereiralinna, Calanthe vesfila and Ita varl-
ties, nad (2 Veitehii, and Cypripedium insigne,
There are also a fow hlossoms of Callleya
sarima and () Warseeweiczii, The laclins look
much like cattleyas, and many of them are
very baautiful; but I. auceps and Ita varletion,
nlthough theshowiest now, wilt rather quiakly
nfter bning eut. The white /. albida, and
rose-purple L awbonnalie, both dollghtfully
fragrant, also appear In tho windows. They
nreonlong stema. Cypreipedivcm insigne ia the (a-
vorite market kind becanso of its easy growth
nnil free-blooming nature, and ita stout, stiff
flower stoms anil lasting qualities: few other
species stund up so stiMy. Desldes, calloaumn,
villognsn, Hovrisionum, and some others that
might do well. don’t come in In quantity. Spi.
cecinien |e very striking, so are purpmerabum,
and many others, but they nre more servicea-
Lle ns small pot plgnts to arrange among
forna than as cut flowers. The white clusters
of Cwlogyne eristala are very protty. but the
bloome wilt soon: and as speclmens (n flower
tlie plnnts linve too squat an appearancs to be
plonsing.  ‘Thoe calanthes above mentloped
aro now dociduois, and only At for cut
llowers. Lycaste Skinuevi |s used cut, and as
plants in about the same way as are eypripe-
diome.  Dendvoliinm Wardianune s In good
bloom, und afew of the earliest nobile have
nppeared: half of the stems are cut with these
Nowors, They nro usod for baskets, Bpocies
likeo chiyrotorui and Farmeriare used among
ferns. The color of the Llooma of I macro-
phiyllom, evepida®on, and Piecardii 18 not dis.
tinet enough for market Nowers,

Among oncidlums, varicoxiun s past, hut
figrinuni I8 In fine condition; so is the alry
eenithorhyiesn and the poll Cavendishianim,
Among adontoglossums, crispnm, or Aleran-
drer, ns it is vommonly enlled, Is the most
esteemed of the gonus; only n few have yet
appearsd, but In a weak or two they will be
more plentiful. So highly ia this orehid ap-
procinted in the market that one of the most
extensive growers has resolved to adda few
mure thousunds of it to his collection for cut
flowers for markat. Although thess com-
prise the most popular orchids, other species,
na Vanda, Schimnbuvgkia, Epidendrum, Cyme
bidimap, Rarkeria, and Angracum, are cut and
Lrouglit to market as they open.

By intelligent manipulation the florists are
enabled to have their orchids In bloom &
month or two earlicr or Iater, just as they
wish: for instance, by extra warmth and hur-
rying the growth of Uypripedium innigns In
wintor nnd spring, It ecan be had In bloom In
October; or, by eool treatment, the blooming
time mav be deforred till the end of January.

Urchid blossoms are used for almost every
purposo for which the best kinds of other flow-
ors pre employed, Lovely hand and corsage
houquets are made of them; the Nnest kind of
tuble decorntions are arranged with them: and
the rivhest baskots filled or trimmed with
them: and they are used evan In funoral deco-
ritiong, Asparagus plumosus, commonly enlled
forn-leul nsparagus, is the green that is put
withthem beeause of its Loauty, rieh effoct. and
lnsting qualities: 'on the othor hand, maiden-
hulr fern fronds, beeause of their quick wilting,
are not associated with orchid blossoms.

At woddings, roceptions, and at other timen
swhen there Is opportunity for elaborato floral
dieplay, orchids play an lmportant part: both
plunts In bloom and out flowers ean then be
useil to fine advantage. Tho plants may he
banked among forns, mosses, and prims on
mantels or clsewhors: the heavy-habited
specien. aa of eypripwidlum and lycasts, kept
pretty well down to the ground line, and the
niry, spray-bipssomed oncldiums and phalm.
nopses raised more prominently into view.

Girown in neat wooden-cabin baskots, or In
compnratively smyll pots, and with good foll-
age, the plants canbe sot 1o display the blos-
soms to botter ndvantage and in a bettor and
more natural npri olegunt way than the eut
flowors coutd e arranged: und there is less
likolihood of the blossoms willing by renson
of the hoat, gas, or draughts in the rooms, or
for want of water. The pols or baskets are
hidden nmong green forns, alry palms, or
othoer suitable plants, or among cut fronds of
fern-loaf asparagus. The vivid masdvalline,
airy oncldiums, ehnsto odontoglossums, and
elegant phelrenopsos make up beautifully In
this wav: and 8o, too, do ths bolder cattloyns
and dendrotlums, Individunl Bowers of mas-
dvallias do not make muchshow alone, Lut in
vusntity they are lovely. The heavy racom es
of saceolubiums are difeult to keep eroct and
in proper place without stilting them: the
clusters of trichopilia spread out In drooping
fashion over tho sides of the pot, and the blos-
nomms of dendrochilum hang perpendicularly
in long chain-like racemes from the ends of
hard wirs #tems. In fact, any kind of hand-
some orelids, of which thers are only a few,
ean ho used ns pot plants in a bed of greenery
with pleasing effect, wherean were their blos-
woms usvd us cut flowers they would have s
MesEro DPPeMTAnCe,

Conaidering how rare and beautiful orchids
are. and how limited is their supnly, the prices
of tliom are not exorbituntly high. Cattleyas,
leling, and eypripediums are sold for a0 much
an individual flower, say 50 cents for a lelia
bloom. 60 eents to $1.00 for ench enttleys blos-
som, and about 20 cents to 5 conts fora
eypripedium, Mueh dopends on the clearness,
size. form, substance, sud showiness of the
blossume.  Tho geceral public do not ais-
eriminnte in cut flowers between the bloom of
o pricoless, unlque variety, and that of & com=
monpluce specles; their cholos is the loveliest
blossom, no matter what is the value of the
plant from whieh it has Leen ecut. Orohids
thut bloom In sprays, for Instance ealanthes,
odontoglossume, oncidiums, and phalenopsos
cost 80 mueli o spray, eay from 75 cents to
$4.0, mocording to slze, fulness, nod Oneness
of the spray; and a good deal will depend
upon the kind. For instance, & atem of
Dedrobivm Wardianum will cost more than a
culonthe with the same number of flowaers on
it; sod e vhulwnopsls will cost more than an
encidium, Sprays of orchids may average
froum 10 or 10 centa to 25 or 30 cents a bloom;
while phalsnopsis and fine Alexandrie odonto-
glossutus may run alittle higher.

It would hardly be falr to compars the
prices of orehids with the prices of roses, car-
nativos, llies, and other standard flowers. be-
cause of the frequent and often wide varis-
tions in the prices of thess eaused Ly supply
and demand. A little warm, sunny weather
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oold, dull wenther ehacks the supply, doteries

rates the auality, tightens the market, and
ralnes the pricen. Orchids wee very little aubs
joet 1o muah fMuctuntions. Ameriean Heanuly
rosen ars the highest priced In the market:
they ran from 45 cents to 8LOD cach blossom,
tho prico being governed by the cize, fnlness,
freshnese, and fine eolorlng of the Nower (te
soll. the length nnd strength of the stom, nnd
cleanness and vigor of thoe folluge, Uther
roses tange about 45 cents oach to §4 &
dogen for the new pink Malamn Caroline
Teatout, $1a dozen for the dellghtiully frae
gmnt La France, $1.50 a dozen for Bridoss
mald, Catherine Merma', Madama do Wattes
ville, and Madume Cusin: and £1 n dozen for

Most of the rosea and other Howers sant to
Now York nro consigned by the growers to
commission florlsts, who In turn wholesale
tham to the retel] foriste, We muy except the
wholesals flower market at Thirty-fourth
Btrost Ferrs, whera thae grower and the ree
taller somo together without the intervention
of the commisslon men. In the case of ore
chids the large growers make permansnt ar-
rangoments with the loading vetall Morists for
the disposnl of thelr whole c¢rop of flowers:
but the small growers, who linve only & fow
orchida now and thed, usanlly eonslgn them
to the comminsion agonts along with theie
roses and carnnt ons, '

Florista nropagate nnd plant n fresh stook of
roses, carnations, and violets every year Le=
cnuse the young plants keep healthler and
bear finer blassoms thin da the old ones. This
work of propagation s now golng on. Toe
ward the end of spring thete pinnts will be
cleared out of the gresnhouses und the soll In
which they were grown emplied out; nnd nfter
the giasshouses have bean repiaired. the
benchea will be fllea with frosh earth and the
young rose bushes planted In early suinmor,
and the earnations nnd violets in early an-
tumn. Cyelamens, Chinese primroses, and
clnerarias are troated like annunls and raissd
from secd every yoar? hyacinths, tulips,
trumpet lllies, and lllles-of-tho-valley are also
grown on the anoual aystem, that ls fresh
roota are Imported for forcing every soason,
and as soon ns the lowers nre out from them
tho roots are dumped Into the rot plle, for It
wouldn't pay the florist to grow them on
another yonr. Freesins are an exception to
this rule, howaver, Fvyven azalons, eytisus, and
hydrangens are ensily ralsod from cuttings,
and the supply ia nlways just as plentiful as
the forist choomes to moko it; sometimes,
howaever, large plants of azalons are soarce.
but-this Is slmply a question of ngo

With orchids, however, all s different. The
old planta are perpetual, and the grentesd
diligence Isexerolsed In prolonging thelr life
Cyorlpediuma are propagated by division,
dendroblums by divigion or outtings of the
mature stema, and enlanthes by multiplica-
tion of the pseudo hulbs; and yet orchids
eannot be propagated with the same facllity
as other popular plants. Indeed, their In-
crease by artificlal means (s exceedingly
slow. The supply Is maintalned by heavy
{mportations from Central and Bouth Ameriea,
the FEast Indles, and other countries where
thonse gorgeous exotles are Indigenous. This
must forever prevent the prices of orchlds dee
scending to tho level of roses or geraniums.,
